P a r is, Dec. 23.— A special dispatch 
from Madrid reports that the efforts of the 
authorities to keep down the agitatioh in 
the Province of Oviedo caused a right in 
the town of Gijon on the north coast The 
Liberals and Republicans assembled in large 
numbers and refused to disperse. 
The 
police were unable to restore order. 
The 
Governor-General of Oviedo was sent for 
and appeared on the scene with two regi­ 
ments of infantry, when the streets were 
cleared and quiet restored. 
During the 
rioting one man was killed and two badly 
wounded. 
A number of arrests have been 
made. 
The agitation in Spain in favor of a re­ 
public continues. 
It is not so openly con­ 
ducted in Madrid as it was a fortnight 
aga 
The republican leaders are as ac 
five and busy as ever but have turned 
their attention to the provinces, where 
the movement is spreading and gaining 
strength.

with their political frionds in Portugal. 
Senor Castelar has all in hand. 
He is act­ 
ing with remarkable moderation and re­ 
serve. 
He approves of political agitation 
within legal bounds and deprecates vio­ 
lent measures on the part of the Republi­ 
cans or the government.

COM PLAINT FROM STANLEY. 


He Objects to C ertain N ew spaper Com­ 
m en t and E xp lain s H is Coax se. 
L o n d o n, Dec. 2 2 .—Sir Francis de Win­ 
ton has made public a long letter written 
to him by Stanley from Osalala, Aug. 3J. 
In it Stanley objects very strongly to the 
tone of a batch of newspaper cuttings he 
had received commenting upon his expe­ 
dition. 
He dwells upon Emin Pasha’s 
indecision, which cost him a journey, 
otherwise unnecessary, of 1,300 miles for 
Barttelot. 
He justifies the payment of a 
salary of £30 a month to Tippoo Tib as a 
means of avoiding a desolating war, and 
declares that if both parties are honest in 
the maintenance of their agreements peace 
may continue for an indefinite period. He 
rebukes those persons in England who had 
lost confidence in his steadfastness of pur­ 
pose to 6uch a degree as to give credit to 
rumors that he was marching in the direc­ 
tion of Khartoum. 
Stanley dwells at much length upon the 
case of Barttelot and removes the impres­ 
sion produced by previous letters reflect­ 
ing upon the m ajor’s conduct. 
He says 
th at Barttelot only needed, to extricate 
himself from his dilemma, qualities that 
will not be gained save by long experience 
in Africa, and eulogizes his courage and 
high qualities. 
He knew the m ajor was 
a man of little forbearance and had in­ 
tended to keep him with himself, but 
necessity compelled the change that caused 
him to leave him behind. 
Barttelot was 
ignorant of the language of the people, 
and his interpreter may have been false 
and occasioned the coolness between the 
men and the major, which was never over­ 
come and led to his death. 
Stanley recites in detail the instructions 
given to Bart*clot, and finally denies with 
much emphasis the alleged Congo atro­ 
cities of the Manyema, 
the cannibalism, 
and story of photographing women dur­ 
ing execution. 
During the whole expedi­ 
tion he oxecuted only four men. 


D A FONSECA DYING. 


T he B ra zilia n G eneral in a C ritical Con­ 
d itio n . 
* L o n d o n, Dec. 22-.—A private telegram 
from Rio Janeiro reports that Gen. 
Deo- 
doro da Fonseca, chief of the provisional 
government, is dying. 


A recent Brazilian letter says: 
*'President Deodoro da Fonseca has been 
most of his life a soldier. 
During the war 
with Paraguay he did excellent service 
and became very popular. 
After the war 
he organized a military club at Rio and 
thus attached to himself many brother of­ 
ficers. 
Through this club it is claimed 
th at considerable discontent was spread 
through the army. 
The soldiers clamored 
for an increase of wages and presented a 
petition to Dom Pedro. 
The Emperor 
and Chamber of Deputies considered the 
matter, but nothing came of it. 
"The discontent of the soldiers increased, 
*nil the authorities thought it wise to send 
De Fonseca to a distant province. 
Their 
favorite’s absence, however, did not lessen 
the discontent, and in many ways the sol­ 
diers continued to show their contempt for 
the minister of war and his colleagues. 
"For the past eight years Fonseca ha* 
been one of the foremost Republicans in 
Brazil. 
Previous to that time he was s 
monarchist, and the story goes that he be­ 
came a republican because he did not re­ 
ceive an office to which he considered him­ 
self entitled. 
"President da Fonseca is not well edu­ 
cated, and is hardly known at all in the 
distant provinces of Brazil. 
In appear­ 
ance he is short, sinewy, and dark com­ 
plexioned. 
His eyes are bright, and he 
wears a gray mustache and beard. 
His 
manner is vehement. ’ ’

L o n d o n, Dec. 2 3 .—Dom Pedro and the 
ex-Empress[of Brazil Sunday bade farewell 
to the Queen and dowager Queen and 
started for Coimbra. 
The Duke of Oporto 
and a number of Brazilians witnessed their 
departure. 
Tho ex-Em press was deeply 
moved. 
The nows of the provisional govern­ 
ment’s action in issuing a decree suppress­ 
ing the allowance to the ex-Emperor and 
forbidding the return of the imperial fami­ 
ly to Brazil has been withheld from Dom 
Pedro by the advice of his physicians. 


F atal Cases o f Influenza. 
P a r i?, Dec. 23.—Dr. Damaachlno, a 
leading physician, 
died

influenza 
and weakness of the heart. 
This is the fifth death from influenza since 
the outbreak of the epidemic, three deaths 
from the disease having occurred at the 
St. Cyr academy and one at the Poly­ 
technic school. 
L o n d o n, Dec. 23.—Among the victims 
of the Influenza epidemic are the Count 
von Taafe, the Austrian prima minister, 
Archduke William of Austria, and Prin­ 
cess Stephanie, widow of the late Crown 
Prince Rudolph. 
The Queen of Sweeden 
has also been attacked. 
The disease i> 
spreading rapidly in western Europe. 


Influenza In H ig h P laces.

Although the 
matter of the disposition of the stase 
trust funds has been widely discussed, 
there is so much misunderstanding as to 
the whole question, and inquiry as to why 
these funds are not invested in aer lain 
bonds, that it seems to me that it would 
be well at tbia time to make some state­ 
ments wbiob would throw light on the 
subject. 
A communication from 'John ii.,” in 
the Wisconsin cf the 16 th ins., em brace? 
a query as to the investment of any sur­ 
plus in bonds; in other word*, set forth 
the direct question—perhaps naturally 
entertained—why do not the commis­ 
sioners of the trust funds cf Wisaonem 
invest the surplus iu bonds ? 
My query is—would such a course he 
the most profitable that the state of Wu- 
oonein might adopt? 
In the first instance, by the provisions 
of article IO of the constitution, sections 
2 and 6, and of chapter 17 of the revised 
statutes of 1878, the capital, that is, the 
entirety of the trust funds is made sepa­ 
rate and perpetual* Section 249, revised 
statutes of 1878, lays particular stress on 
the inviolability of the agricultural col­ 
lege fund, saying among other things— 
“the capital of which shall continue for­ 
ever undiminished.” 
Having funds to invest, the other part 
cf the problem is, of coarse, the manner 
method and productiveness of invest­ 
ment. Section 258 of the revised statu t as 
of 1878, as amended by chapters 167 cf 
the laws of 1881 and by chapter 82, laws 
cf 1883, provide these avenues, 
1. In the bonds of this stat?, to be re­ 
placed by certificates of indebtedness as 
hereinafter provided. 
2. In loans to school districts in this 
state. 
3. In such manner as the legislature 
may specially prescribe. 
4: In the bonds of the United Stater, 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Mas- 
•aohueette, Rhode Island, Connecticut. 
New York, Ohio, Michigan, Illinois and 
lows, and in the bunds of cities, towns 
and counties of this state issued pursu 
ant to law ainee the amendment to sec 
ti on 3, article ll, of the constitution cf 
the state of Wisconsin was adopted and 
became a part of said constitution. 
5. In loans to town, cities, villages 
and coonties within the state. 
The first provision calls for no con­ 
sideration here, in asmnch as the car ti ii 
cates of indebtedness, issued to cover i 
special services of conditions and cir 
oumstanoes, now exists in the vaults of 
the office of the secretary of the state. 
Thtre remain?, therefore, two modes 
of investment ot trust fundi: 
1. In making loans* 
2. By the purchase of bonds. 
Investment by means of loans has 
been profitable to the income of the 
trust funds as a perusal of my reports 
of the past few years will devulge. Lait 
year, that ending September 30, 1889, 
(bere was loaned from the trust funds 
$193,780 at a rate of int arest averaging 
6% Per cent. The amount of interest re­ 
ceived on outstanding loans was $43,- 
342.98 [a], all of whioh is devoted to the 
common schools, the university and the 
normol schools. As to the investment 
in bonds, purchased thereof [town, city 
and county bonds] were made to the 
amount of $47,400. The interest received 
daring the year on bonds was $58,912 33, 
[b], also devoted to common schools, 
the university and normal schools. Add­ 
ing together the two totals, desgnated 
hereinbefore as “a” and “b,” namely 
$43,342.98 on loans and $56,912.33 on 
bonds, we have in one year $100,255.31 
income all of whioh is applicable solely to 
the schools of the state. It might not 
be oat of place to state here the fact that 
in no case have the 
commissioners 
defied any loan on an application legally 
made and in no cace has an opportuity 
for the purchase c f bonds been neglect 
ed. 
Now for the meat of the question: Is 
it advisable, would it bo the best policy 
for the state to invest in government 
bonders pait or all the trust funds? 
Would the greatest possible finance 
benefit thereby ensue ? There wss on 
the first day cf December a balance 
investable trust funds cf $404,000. Now, 
if we contemplate the investment cf this 
$404,000 
in

we

by a prominent banker that it would be 
difficult to buy those bonds lo the ex­ 
tent of $404,000, inasmuch as the United 
States Treasury has a standing offer for 
them and is not able to get large blocks 
at a tim?, so that if the state were able 
to buy bonds to the amount of $404,000 
ill would have to pay an extra premium. 
Still, we will pottulats, if you please, the 
investment of the entire $404,000in 4 per 
oent United States registered bonds, and 
to simplify the matter, ignore the con­ 
tingency of an added outlay of extra pre­ 
mium, and assume that the bonds could 
be obtained at the current quoted 


Four per oent. United States registered 
bonds are at a premium of say $ 2 6 .25 s > 
that every| $100 in boud* w odd cost 
$126.25.

outset $404,000 pius $106,050, or $510,050; 
leaving a net profit of $10,OOO per y tar, 
or 198 per oent. on the original invert - 
mdnt of $510,050. Sure y this is a tt so 
remunerative as a superficial 
gl&uoe 
m ight indicate. 
Bat with reference to that $ 1 0 6 0 5 0 
originally.expended to pay premium, 
there'comes the rub. 
Who or *hat 
paid it? 
It oould not flow from the 
funds themselves, because the c >mu i - 
stoners have not the li^ht uor the power 
to boy bonds tj such amount ih tt, the 
premium being added th e rttj, 
w o u ld 
make an even $404,000, for in t i ,t erne 
the oapital of the trust funds, sacred by 
law, would not be perpetual. 
Bu* the 
$106,050 would come directly out of the 
income of tho trust funds, that is, the 
common schools, the university, the nor­ 
mal schools woald have ta furnish it, 
and their income would be lessened by 
just that amount. 
The regents of the university and of 
the normal schools would right y feel 
that it would be unjast to thus cripple 
the fands at their disposal and conse­ 
quently cripple the very 
institutions 
maintained by these funds io order to 
effeot an investment yielding the munif­ 
icent rate of 1.98. The regents would, 
aud I think with reason, enter a vigorous 
protest. The $106,050 necessary to pay 
preminm woald more than wipe out one 
whole year’s receipts on bonds and loans 
now existing. 
Btill, would it not be better, it may be 
asked, to make this investment iu bonds 
rather than let the trust funds I is in the 
treasury ? In a search for the most pro­ 
lific disposition of these funds, that is not 
at all the pertinent, relevant question. 
The question at issue is what feasible 
plan of disposition of these funds would 
be most profitable to the state? To buy 
government bonds with the low net pro­ 
fit, (and the accompanying inconven­ 
iences and apparent injustice? I think 
not. When considering a system of de­ 
posit in banks, which I outlined some 
time since, I had in mind this bond pur­ 
chase scheme and realized the objections 
thereto. 
After mature deliberation, I concluded 
then, as I hold now, that the placing of 
all state funds in designated dsspositcr- 
les, at fair rates of interest, is the most 
feasible, most profitable and simples plan 
that could be presented. I have, indeed, 
made a draft of what I consider would 
make a law covering the whole ease. It 
mud not be forgotten that the commis­ 
sioners have now no control ever the 
general fund, so that could not be ap­ 
plied to the purchase of bonds. 
The 
bank plan would make that fund remun­ 
erative B9 well as the trust fuud*. 
It his teen objected that the eyit rn I 
propose necessitates ane? c o r n u a h o d , 
incurring muoh expense. 
Sujb is n o t 
the ease. The commission would con­ 
sist of some three state officers, specified 
by legislative enactment, say for instance 
the governor, secretary of state and state 
treasurer. 
That the welfare of the stets be best 
subserved is my only wish.

THE CONRTACT-LABOR LAW. 


S ecretary W lndom Said to B eliev e th e 
P ittsb u rg Case N o t A m en ab le jto It. 
P it t s b u r g , Pa., Dec. 
2 2 .—Secretary 
George L. Cake of the 
Window-Glass 
Workers’ 
Association, 
returned 
from 
Washington to-day. 
He said he was not 
at liberty to say what facts had been pre­ 
sented to Secretary Windom. 
The reason 
Mr. Campbell desired an exclusive audi­ 
ence was that some matters in connection 
with the organization of the Universal 
Federation 
of 
Labor 
wero 
brought 
before 
the 
secretary 
which 
could 
not be made public. 
The workings of the 
federation were explained to Secretary 
Windom to convince him that there was 
neither an intentional nor a technical vio­ 
lation of the contract labor law from the 
glass workers’ standpoint. 
"The defend­ 
ants would rather stand conviction,” said 
Mr. Cake, 
"than have these matters, 
which are not public business, brought 
out in court.” 
It is now believed that 
Secretary Windom, because of the pecul­ 
iar organization of the Universal Federa­ 
tion, will conclude that the case is not 
amenable to the law. 


TWO WORKMEN KILLED. 


R esu lt of th e E x p lo sio n o f a G asom eter 
a t A sh ev ille, N. C. 
A s h e v il l e , N. C,, Dec. 2 2 ,—Shortly 
after daybreak Saturday morning the gas­ 
ometer of the city gas works exploded with 
fatal effects. 
Lase night, owing to some defect in the 
works, the gas was cut off, and men were 
engaged all night in making repairs. 
The 
water was drawn from the gasometer so 
that a man might get inside to stop the 
leak. 
While this was being done the flame 
of a lantern ignited the gas, and an ex­ 
plosion followed, instantly killing William 
Gates and Louis Guthrie, |and slightly 
wounding two othors. 
The bodies of the 
victims were thrown some distance and 
badly mutilated. 
The gasometer was to­ 
tally destroyed, and other parts of the 
works badly damaged. 
The explosion was heard all over the 
city. 
The fire alarm was sounded, and 
the companies were quickly on the spot. 
Steps were at once taken to repair dam ­ 
ages, but it will be some days before the 
supply of gas can be renewed.

Ina t, Sunday, was heard a sermon 
from the lips of a western hemisphere 
man, the Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, 
of Brooklyn, N. Y.. who spoke on “A 
Marriage Feast,1’ taking for his text 
John xh, IO: “Thou has kept the good 
wine until now.” 
The preacher said: 
Standing not far off from the demol­ 
ished town of what was once called 
Cana of Galileo, I bethink myself of 
our Lord's first manhood miracle, 
which has boen tho astonishment of tile 
ages. 
My visit last week to that place 
makes vivid in my mind that beautiful 
occurrence iii Christ’s ministry. 
My 
text brings us to a wedding in that 
village. 
It is a wedding in common 
life, two plain people having pledged 
each other hand and heart, and their 
friends having come in for congratula­ 
tion. 
Tho joy is not the less because 
there is no pretension. 
In each other 
they find all the future they want. 
Tee daisy in the cup on the table may 
in.2ah as much as a score of artistic 
garlands fresh from Hie hot house. 
\\ hen a daughter goes oil from homo 
with nothing but a plain father's bless­ 
ing and a plain mother’s love, silo is 
missed as much as though she were a 
princess. 
It seems hard, after tho 
parents have sheltered her for eight­ 
een years, that in a few short months 
hor affections should have been carried 
oft by another; but mother remembers 
how it was in her own case when she 
was young, and so she braces up until 
tho wedding has passed and the ban­ 
queters are gone, and she has a good 
cry all alone. 
Well, we are to-day at the wedding 
in Cana of Galilee. 
Jesus and his 
mother have been invited. 
It is 
evident that thoro are more people 
than were expected: 
Of course there 
is not enough supply of wine. 
You 
know that thoro is nothing 
more 
embarrassing to a housekeeper that a 
scant supply. 
Jesus sees the embar­ 
rassment and he comes up immediately 
to relieve it. 
Ho sees standing six 
water pots. 
Ho orders the servants to 
till them with water, and immediately | 
it is wine—real wine. 
Taste of it and 
sec for yourselves; no logwood in it, 
no strychnine in it,but first rate wine. 
I will not now bo diverted to tho ques­ 
tion so often discussed in my own coun­ 
try whether it is right to drink wine. 
I ain describing tho scene as it was. 
When God makes wine lie makes the 
very best wine; and one hundred and 
thirty gallons of it standing around in 
these water pots—wine so good that 
the ruler of the feast tastes it and 
says: “Why, this is really better than 
anything we have had! 
Thou hast 
kept the good wine until now.” Beauti­ 
ful miracle! A prize was offered to the 
per.--on who should write the best essay 
about tho first miracle in Cana. 
Long 
manuscripts were presented in the 
competition, but a poet won the prize 
with just this one line descriptive of 
Hie miracle: 


Tho unconscious w ater saw its God. and 
blushed. 
We learn from this miracle, in the 
first place, that Christ has sympathy 
with house keepers, 
You might have 
thought that Jesus would have said: 
“I cannot be bothered with this house­ 
hold deficiency of wine. 
It is not for 
mo, Lord of Heaven, of earth, to be­ 
come caterer to this feast. I have vast­ 
er things than, this to attend to,” Not 
so said Jesus. 
Tho wino 
gave out, 
and Jesus, by miraculous power, came 
to the rescue. 
Does there ever come 
a scant supply in your household? 
Have you to make a close calculation? 
Is it hard work for you to carry on 
things decently aed respectably? lf 
so, don't sit down and cry. 
Don’t go 
out and fret; but go to Hfm who stood 
in the house in Cana of Galilee. 
Pray 
in tho parlor! Pray in the kitchen! 
Let there be no room in all your house 
unconsecrated by tho voice of prayer 
If you have a microscope, put under 
one drop of water and see tho insects 
floating about; and when you sec that 
God makes them, and cares for them, 
and feeds them, corno to the conclus­ 
ion that lie will tako care of you anf 
feed you, oh, ye of little faith! 
A boy asked if ho might sweep the 
snow from the steps of a house. 
The 
lady of the household said: 
‘ ‘Yes; you 
seem very poor.” Ho says: 
“I am 
very poor.” 
She says: 
“Don’t you 
sometimes get discouraged, and feel 
that God is going to let you starve?” 
Tho lad looked up in the woman’s face 
and said: 
“Do you think God will let 
me starve wli§n I trust Him, and do 
the best I can?” Enough theology for 
older people! 
Trust in God and do 
tho best you can. 
Amidst all the wor­ 
riments of housekeeping, go to Him; 
lie will help you control your temper, 
and supervise your domestics, and en­ 
tertain your guests, and manage your 
home economies?. 
There are hundreds 
of women weak, and nervous, and ex­ 
hausted with the cares- of housekeep­ 
ing. 
I commend you to the Lord Jesus 
Christ as tho 
beat adviser and the 
most efficient aid—the Lord Jesus who 
performed His first miracle to relieve 
a housekeeper. 
It is just like Him, do everything on 
tho largest and most generous scale. 
Does Christ, our Creator, go forth to 
make leaves? He makes them by the 
whole forest 
full; notched like tho 
fern, or silvered liko the aspen, or 
broad like the palm; thickets in tho 
tropics, Oregon forests. 
Does He go 
forth to make flowers? 
He makes 
plenty of them; they flame from the 
hedge, they hang from the top of the 
grape vino in blossoms, they roll in 
the blue wave of the violets they to'ss 
their white 
surf into the spiraea— 
enough for every child's hand aflower, 


for all, comfort for all, mercy for all. 
Heaven for all; not merely a cupful of 
Gospel supply, but one hundred and 
thirty gallons. 
I remark further, Jesus does not 
shadow the joys of others with His 
own griefs. 
He might have sat down 
in that wedding and said: “I have so 
much trouble, so much poverty, so 
much persecution, and the cross is 
comfng; I shall not rejoice, and the 
gloom of my face and of my sorrows 
shall be cast over all this group.” 
So 
said not Jesus. 
He said to himself: 
“Here are two persons starting out in 
married life. 
Let it be a joyful occa­ 
sion. 
I will bide my own griefs. 
I 
will kindle their joys.” 
There are 
many not so wise as that. 
I know a 
household where there are many little 
children, 
where for two years the 
musical instrument had been kept shut 
because there had been trouble in the 
house. 
Alas for the folly! 
Parents 
saying: “We will have no Christmas 
tree this coming holiday because there 
has been trouble in the house. 
Hush 
that laughing up-stairs! 
How can 
there be any joy where there has been 
so much trouble?'1 
And so they make 
everything consistently doleful, and 
send their sons and daughters to ruin 
with the gloom they throw around 
them.

Oh, my dear friends, 
do you not 
know those children will have trouble 
enough of their own after a while? 
Bb glad they cannot appreciate all 
yours. 
Kcc]) back the cup of bitter­ 
ness from your daughter’s lips. 
When 
your head is down in the grass of the 
tomb, poverty may come to her, 
be­ 
trayal to her, bereavement to her. 
Keep back the sorrows as long as you 
can. 
Do you not know that son may, 
after a while, have his heart broken? 
Stand between him and all harm. 
You may not fight his battle long, 
fight them while you may. 
Throw 
not the chill of your own despondency 
over his soul; rather be like Jesus, 
who came to the wedding hiding his 
own grief and kindling the joys of the 
others. 
So I have seen tho sun, on a 
( ark day, struggling amidst clouds, 
black, ragged, 
and portentous, 
but 
after a while the sun, with golden pry, 
heaved back tho blackness; and tho 
sun laughed to tho lake, and the lake 
laughed to the sun, and from horizon 
to horizon, under tho saffron sky, the 
water was all turned into wine. 
I learn from this miracle that Chrisl 
is not impatient with the luxuries ol 
life. 
It was not necessary that they 
should have that wine. 
Hundreds ol 
pcoplo have been married without 
wine. 
We do not read that any ol 
the other jirovisions fell short. When 
Christ made the wino it was 
not a 
necessity, but positive luxury. 
I do 
not believe that Ho wants us to eat 
hardbread and sleep on hard mattresses 
unless we like them best. 
I think, 
ii 
circumstances will allow, we have the 
right to luxuries of dress, the luxuries 
of dict, and tho luxuries of residence. 
There is no more religion in an old 
coat than in a new one. 
We can serve 
God drawn by golden plated harness 
as certainly as when we go a-foot. 
Jesus Christ will dwell with us under 
a fine ceiling 
as 5vell as under 
a 
thatched roof; and when you get wine 
made out of water, drink as much as 
you can. 
W hat is tho difference between a 
Chinese mud hovel and an American 
home? 
W hat is tho difference be­ 
tween the rough bear skins of tho Rus­ 
sian boor and the outfit of an Ameri­ 
can gentleman? No difference, ex­ 
cept that which the Gospel of Christ, 
directly or indirectly, has 
caused. 
W hen Christ shall have vanquished all 
tho world, I suppose every house shall 
be a mansion, and every horse an arch­ 
necked courser, and every carriage a 
glittering vehicle, and every woman a 
queen, and every man a king, and tile 
whole earth a paradise; tho glories ol 
the natural world harmonizing with the 
glories of tho m aterial world, until the 
very bells of the horses shall jingle 
the praises of the Lord! 
I learn, further, from this miracle, 
that Christ has no impatience with 
festal joy, 
otherwise He would not 
have accepted the invitation to that 
wedding. 
I think the children of God 
have more right to laugh than any 
other people, and to clap their hand? 
as loudly. 
There is not a single joy 
denied them that is given to other peo­ 
ple. 
Christianity does not clip the 
wings of the soul. 
Religion does not 
frost the flowers. W hat is Christianity? 
I tako it to be simply a proclamation 
from tho throne of God of emancipa­ 
tion for all enslaved; and if a man ac­ 
cepts tho terms of that proclamation, 
and becomes freesias he not a right to 
be merry? Suppose a father has an 
elegant mansion and largo grounds. 
To whom will he givo first privilege of 
these grounds? 
W ill he say: 
“My 
children, you must not walk through 
these paths, or sit down under these 
tfrees, or pluck this fruit. 
These arc 
for outsiders. 
They may walk in 
em.” 
No father would say anything 
eth at. 
He would say: 
“The first 
privileges in all tho ground, and all ol 
my house, shall bo for my own child­ 
ren.” 
And yet men try to make us 
believe that God’s children are on the 
limits, and the chief refreshments and 
enjoyeraents of life are for outsiders, 
and not for his own children. 
It is 
stark atheism, 
There is no robe toe 


stiy.for God’s chile} to wear; ther^ is 
^hilarity too great for him to indulge 
in, and no house tpo splendid for* him 
to live in. 
lie has a right t6 the joys 
of earth; he shall havo a right to the 
joys of Heaven. 
Though tribulation, 
and trial, and hardships may come 
unto him, let him rejoice. 
“Rejoice 
in tho Lord, ye righteous, and again I 
say, rejoice.” 
I rem ark again that Christ comes to 
us in the hour of our extremity. 
He 
knew the wino was giving out beforo 
there was any embarrassment or mor­ 
tification. 
W hy did ho not perform 
the miracle sooner? Why wait until 
it was all gone, and no help could 
come from any source, and then come 
in and perform the miracle? 
This is 
Christ’s way; and when He did come 
in, at the hour of extremity, Ho made 


You mourned over your sins. 
You 
gould not find the way out. 
You sat 
down and said: 
“God will not be 
merciful, 
lie has east me off;" but in 
that, the darkest boul* of your history, 
light broke from the throne, and Jesus 
said: 
“O wanderer, 
come home. 
I 
have seen all thy sorrows. 
In tnis. 
the hour of thy extermity. I offer thee ; 
pardon and everlasting life!'’ 
Trouble came. 
You were almost 
torn to pieces by that trouble. 
You 
braced yourself up against it. 
You 
said: “ I will be a stoic, and will not 
care; but before you had got through 
making the resolution, it broke down 
under you. 
You felt that all your re­ 
sources were gone, 
and then Jesus 
came. 
“In the fourth watch of the 
night," the Bible says, “Jesus came 
walking on tho sea.” 
Why did he not ! 
come in the first watch? or in the sec­ 
ond watch? or in the third watch? 
I 
do not know, 
Ile came in the fourth, 
and gave deliverance to His disciples. 
Jesus in tile last extremity! 
I wonder if it will bo so in our very 
last extremity. 
We shall fall sudden­ 
ly sick, and doctors will come, but in 
vain, 
We will try tho anodynes and 
the stimulants and tho bathings, but 
all in vain. Something will say: “You 
must go.” 
No one will hold us back, 
but the hands of eternity stretched out 
to pull us on. 
W hat then? 
Jesus 
will corno to us, and as we say, “Lord 
Jesus, I am afraid of that water; I 
cannot wade through to the other 
side,” He will say, “Take hold of My 
arm;” and we will tako hold of His 
arm, and then Ho will put His foot in 
tho surf of the wave, taking us on 
down deeper, deeper, deeper, and our 
soul will cry: “All thy waves and 
billows have gone over me.” 
They 
cover the feet, come to tho knee, pass 
the girdle and come to tho head, 
and 
our soul cries out: 
“Lord 
Jesus 
Christ, I cannot hold thine arm any 
longer.” 
Then Jesus Will turn around, 
throw both His arms about us, and set 
us on the beach, far beyond the tossing 
of tho billows. 
Jesus in the last ex­ 
tremity. 
That wedding scer% is gone row. 
Tho wedding ring has been lost, the 
tankards have been broken, tho house 
is down; but Jesus invites us to a 
grander wedding. 
You know the Bi­ 
ble says that the church is tho Lamb’s 
wife, and the Lord will after awhile 
come to fetch her home. 
There will 
bo gleaming of torches in the sky, and 
the trumpets of God will ravish tho 
air with their music; and Jesus will 
stretch out His hand, and the church, 
robed in white, will put aside her veil, 
and look up into tho face of her Lord 
the King, and tho bridegroom will say 
to the bride: 
“Thou has been faith­ 
ful through all these years! 
The man­ 
sion is ready! 
Como homo! 
Thou art 
fair, my love!” and then Ho shall put 
upon her brow the crown of dominion, 
and the table will bo spread, 
and it 
will reach across the skies, 
and tho 
mighty ones of Heaven will corno in, 
garlanded with beauty and striking 
their cymbals; and tho bridegroom 
and bride w ill stand at tho head of the 
table, and tho banqueters looking up, 
will wonder and admire it and say: 
“That is Jesus the bridegroom*? 
But 
tho scar on His brow is covered with 
the*eoronet, and tho stab in His side is 
. covered with a robe!” and “That is 
the bride! 
Tho weariness of her 
earthly woe lost in the flush of this 
wedding triumph!”

Elton Fay, a well known resident of 
Janesville, was found dying in New York 
Saturday morning, under sensational cir­ 
cumstances. When lifted into the omni­ 
bus from a Bowery lodging house at 3:20 
Saturday morning, he was hovering be­ 
tween life and death—amental and phys­ 
ical wreck from the effects of cocaine. 
Since 
leaving Janesville, Fay has 
been 
agent for 
B. 
D. 
Baldwin 
A Co., a well |known firm of perfume 
manufBearers in Ohioago. 
Until lately 
he has lived in Chicago and has been in 
easy airoumstances. The story of what 
is supposed to be an attempt upon his 
own life, is a startling one 
At three o’olook Saturday morning the 
police were oalled to a oheap hotel in the 
Bowery district jot New York, and in 
Boom 4 they found Fay. He was sitting 
in a ohair, with a two ounce phial in his 
fingers. His eyes were deeply sunken 
and Blaring at the floor around him. His 
cheeks were emaciated, pale and hallow, 
almost like those of a dead man. 
Folioeman Bath asked him what was 
in the bottle. With a iiokly smile, he 
answered “oooaine,” and raised the [band 
containing the drug to his lips, as if he 
would swallow all that was left of it. The 
officer seized and easily dragged the lit­ 
tle bottle from the man’s nerveless grasp. 
In answer to inquiries put to him, the 
dying man[admilted his name was Elton 
Fay, and that he bad just taken twenty 
grains of cocaine. 
For two months past 
he § had been Etsying in the lodging 
house. 
The night olerk who bad 
oalled Officer Bath eaid he had seen 
him! driving imaginary cats and dogs 


I and 
other 
things from about his 
feet, and becoming alarmed lest the man 
might do something desperate in his de- 
lirum bad oalled the officer. 
The first 
idea that struck the clerk was that the 
occupant of room 4 was in what he deeig 
nated delirium tremens. Then he reool 
looted that from time to time during the 
past two months he bad (eon him wet 
hit fore-finger with oooaine and rub it 
around bis gums. 
Officer Bath summoned an 'ambulance 
from St. Vincent’s hospital, and Dr. Wal­ 
loon came with the ambulance. 
He 
made a brief examination, and ordered 
the policeman and the clerk to cairy Fay 
down to the ambulance, as he was too 
weak to move of bis own will. Dr, Wal­ 
lace also found that Fay was Buffering 
from a complication of disease?, dropsy 
seeming to give him the most trouble. 
On arrival at St. Vinoent’s hospital, 
Dr. Wallace sent the case to Bellevue 
hospital. He will not be able to appear 
in court before Tuesday, Dec. 24. 
Fay 
is supposed to have attempted to com­ 
mit suicide, and he is therefore a prison­ 
er in Bellevue hospital. 
A New York press dispatch Bays: “Mrs. 
Fay, who i3 said to be highly connected, 
is now living with her friends at the pa 
tarnal home of Elton Fay, Janesville, 
Wis. Fay said that he had also taken 
twenty grains of the drug last Sunday. 
The physicians say that snob a dose is 
enough to kill a man.” 
Mr. Fay resided for a number of years 
in Whitewater. His parents now reside 
in Edgerton. Fay is about thirty years 
of age, and has a wife who is now resid­ 
ing in this city with her patents—Mr. 
and Mrs. J . W. Carpenter. Young Fay 
was engaged {for several years in the 
drug trade in Rockford, and while there 
was troubled with a kidney disease, and 
by the advice of bis physician was in­ 
duced to drink considerable quantities 
of brandy, which created an appetite for 
8trong drink, that being attributed the 
cause of his rash step on Saturday in 
New York. He retnrned *to Janesville 
last October and immediately accepted 
the position alluded to above, leaving 
for New York soon after.
